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Beating crime 


TESCO has pulled out of 
plans to set up another 
store in Ely, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

The supermarket giant is no 
longer looking to open in the 
city’s empty Woolworths as a 
Tesco Express store. 

The company, which owns 
the derelict shopping space, 
submitted various plans last 
month in a bid to open up the 
Market Place premises. 

But high street fashion 
chain M&Co. also applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for permission to 
close its existing store on 
Market Street and open up a 
new, larger clothes store on 
the vacant site. 

Just weeks later, Tesco has 
now withdrawn its proposals. 

A district council 
spokesman said: “I can 
confirm that Tesco pulled out 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

"We are still dealing with 
plans submitted by M&Co. 
though.” 

A Tesco spokeswoman also 
confirmed the application 
had been withdrawn. 

She said: “After careful 
consideration, Tesco does not 
think it can trade successfully 
at the location having been 
there in the past, hence the 
application has been 
withdrawn.” 

The Market Place site was a 
Tesco Express store until 
Woolies took over the store 
about five years ago. 

Since the closure of 
Woolies’ nationwide around 
12 months ago, community 
members have been 
campaigning to fill the city’s 
derelict space. 

But a storm of protest 
erupted after the Weekly News 
revealed that Tesco wanted to 
open an Express store there, 
with residents accusing the 
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company of trying to 
dominate Ely. 

Business owners also 
favoured M&Co.’s plans, 
saying the city is in need of a 
large clothes store that caters 
for men, women and 
children. 

Fears of the effects that 
Tesco’s plans could have on 
other supermarkets coming to 
the city, such as Sainsbury's, 
were also raised. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
chairman of the Ely Traders’ 
Association, was delighted at 
the news. 

She said: “This really is 
brilliant and what the 
majority of people in Ely want 
to hear. 

“This city needs more 
choice like mid-range clothes 
shops and other stores - not 
another mini-supermarket. 

“As usual, Tesco was just 
trying to swallow everything 
up but if M&Co. sets up in the 
empty store it will fill a niche 
in Ely’s market quite nicely.” 

The Mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Richard Hobbs, and Philip 
Eden, chairman of the Ely 
Perspective group, also both 
celebrated the news. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “This is 
wonderful news and although 
I have nothing against Tesco, 
it will be much better if we get 
a clothes shop there. 

“Finally, this empty shop 
may be given a new lease of 
life and make the city centre 
more vibrant.” 

An M&Co. spokeswoman 
was unable to comment on 
the issue but the fashion 
company has since put up 
recruitment signs outside the 
store, which is currently 
surrounded by white boards.

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Family pays tribute to 
their ‘vibrant’ daughter 


THE heartbroken family of a teenager who 
died after being involved in an horrific car 
crash have paid tribute to their “beautiful 
and vibrant” daughter. 

Samantha Clarke, 18, of Main Drove, Little 
Downham, died with her family beside her at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital on Saturday. 

Miss Clarke, a sixth form pupil at the City of Ely 
Community College, had been in a critical 
condition. 

She suffered serious head injuries when her red 
Peugeot 205 was in a collision with a blue Nissan on 
Ely Road. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the crash 
happened on the morning of October 22 and 
caused a 150m petrol slick on the road. 

Fire crews freed her from the car and she was 
taken to hospital but died nine days later as a result 
of her injuries. 

The 62-year-old female driver of the Nissan, who 
is from Little Downham, suffered minor injuries in 
the smash. 

Samantha’s family were still coming to terms with 
the tragedy but said that a big part of their lives was 
now missing. 

Miss Clarke leaves her father, Alan Clarke, 
mother, Debbie Norgate, step-mother, Lindsay 
Clarke, step-father A1 Norgate, and 23-year-old 
brother Daniel. 

She also leaves two step-sisters, two half-sisters 
and a half-brother, to whom her family said she was 
“very close”. 

In a statement written by the family, they said: 
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“Samantha loved and lived life to the full, enjoying 
a hectic social life with her many friends. 

“She was a beautiful and vibrant, happy person, 
whose smile would light up a room. 

“She was kind and caring and never had a bad 
word to say. 

“It is a tragic end to such a wonderful person and 
she will be missed by everyone who knew her. 

“We have such a big part of our lives missing in 
Samantha but when the sun shines there will be an 
extra ray shining down on us.” 

Samantha, who had a passion for horses, was in 
her third year at college, where she was taking a 
health and social care course alongside an AS level 
in sociology. 

She hoped to become a nurse. 

A school spokesman said: “Sam was a lovely girl, 
with a calm, friendly demeanour. 

“She was very easy to get on with and well liked 
by staff and students alike. 

“The college is in mourning for her loss and our 
thoughts and prayers go out to Sam’s parents and 
family.” 

Hundreds of tributes have also been paid on the 
social networking site Facebook. 

Police are still appealing for witnesses who saw 
the crash to come forward.

Asbo pensioner back in court 
for playing music too loudly 


A PENSIONER has appeared 
in court for breaching his 
anti-social behaviour order - 
by playing Tom Jones songs 
too loudly. 

Patrick Hassean, 69, was 
given a two-year Asbo in 
August after neighbours 
complained about him 
shouting and swearing 
loudly and harassing them. 

Under the terms of the 
order Hassean was banned 
from “making any unreason¬ 
able noise” in his home in 
Ely. 

But neighbours contacted 
police again a month later 
when Hassean started 
blasting out songs by the 
Welsh crooner late into the 
night. 


A Cambridgeshire police 
spokesman said the level of 
noise was “far in excess of 
what a reasonable person 
would think was acceptable”. 

Penny Cannon, pros¬ 
ecuting, said police went to 
Hassean’s flat to talk to him 
about the rowdy music on 
September 22 but failed to 
gain entry. 

The following day he 
admitted playing the CD 
until 11.20pm. 

She said: “One of the 
problems is that he does not 
like living with a lot of 
people.” 

lames Yardy, mitigating, 
described Hassean as “a 
character with a zest for life” 
who had now bought some 


headphones. 

He said: “It is dis¬ 
appointing he appears back 
in court relatively soon after 
the Asbo was imposed. 

“He is desperately un¬ 
happy where he is living at 
the moment, and that is why 
he is behaving like this. 

“This was one isolated 
incident. He now has some 
headphones.” 

Hassean was fined £185 
and ordered to pay £50 
compensation to a neigh¬ 
bour when he appeared at 
Ely Magistrate’s Court. 

A bid has now been made 
to re-house him 14 miles 
away in Impington.

Old horse chestnut 
trees face the axe 

TWO large old horse chestnut trees in 
the grounds of Ely Cathedral could be 
chopped down. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has received an application from 
cathedral bosses to fell the trees. 
Located near to the Ely Porta, the trees 
have been assessed by a professional 
arborist who has found serious decay 
in old wounds and pollard points. 

In their opinion, the trees will need to be 
cut down before they endanger public 
safety. 

Cathy White, senior trees officer at the 
council, said: “It is with a heavy heart 
that we receive applications to fell any 
tree in our district, especially when the 
specimens in question form part of the 
character of the area. 

“However we do have to acknowledge 
that public safety is very important and 
sadly the extent of decay in these two 
old chestnuts has prompted the 
cathedral to apply for permission to 
have them felled.”

Driver faces jail 
after death crash 


A TEENAGE driver faces jail for 
causing the death of a “beautiful 
and bubbly” 17-year-old girl. 

Isaac Playford, 18, was due to go on 
trial at Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday after initially denying his 
dangerous driving caused the death of 
A-level student Sarah Oldham. 

But the Cherry Hinton youngster 
pleaded guilty at the last minute in what 
his defence called a “difficult but 
mature” decision. 

Playford caused the death of the 
popular schoolgirl in a horrific accident 
earlier this year. 

His green Citroen Saxo came off the 
road and hit an electricity pylon on the 
A142 at Mepal on January 14. 

Miss Oldham, of The Row, Sutton, was 
a passenger in the badly damaged 
vehicle. 

Both she and Playford were taken to 
hospital but he was soon discharged. 
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Miss Oldham, who had just started 
studying for her A-levels at the City of 
Ely Community College, died with her 
family beside her at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Playford was charged in May with 
causing her death by dangerous driving. 

Following the tragedy, Miss Oldham’s 
parents paid tribute to their “beautiful 
and bubbly girl”. 

Her father Mike, 49, said the incident 
would leave a “permanent hole” in their 
hearts. 

Miss Oldham’s organs were donated, 
in line with her wishes, and family and 
friends have since raised thousands of 
pounds towards the ward on which she 
was looked after at Addenbrooke’s. 

Before she started her A-levels, Miss 
Oldham attended Witchford Village 


College. She also worked part time at the 
Costa cafe in Ely. 

Dominic Blackburn, representing 
Playford, of Mill End Road, described his 
client’s change of plea as a “mature 
decision”. 

Mr Blackburn said: “Mr Playford’s 
memory of the events has not altered at 
all and he does not contest what the 
prosecution is saying. It has been a 
difficult decision for him to make and 
his guilty plea is a mature decision for a 
young lad to make.” 

The court also heard that since the 
accident, Playford had been receiving 
counselling. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth adjourned 
the case for pre-sentence reports to be 
prepared and said that a “custodial 
sentence is inevitable”. 

Playford was released on conditional 
bail ordering him to spend each night at 
his home address. He was also disquali¬ 
fied from driving on an interim basis. 


Arsonists set fire to chicken sheds at farm 
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CHICKENS at a poultry farm in March had 
a lucky escape after arsonists set fire to 
some sheds. 

Seven fire crews were called to the blaze 
at a farm on Hook Drove at 1.40am on 
Tuesday. 


Crews arrived to find two large chicken 
sheds measuring 80m by 20m alight. 

There were no chickens inside the sheds 
at the time although there were birds in 
surrounding buildings. 

Crews used three jets and one hose reel 


jet to extinguish the blaze and to stop it 
spreading. No chickens were harmed 
during the fire, the cause of which was 
deliberate.

Ways to solve 
city problems 

Sir, The prospect of large and 
growing volumes of HGVs travelling 
through the villages and hamlets 
scares me rigid. 

It is already too late to complete the 
A141/A142 artery between 
Huntingdon and the East Coast. Yes 
the A14/A11 /A45 are carrying their 
fair share of the burden, except the 
All of course, which is still 
incomplete after 60 years of 
promises. 

When the new road from the 
A10/A142 to March was built and 
designed for widening eventually, it 
happened by default probably, that 
the line from the island on the 
A142/A11 straight across the arable 
land past the water works, over the 
river and to the south side of the 
Bury railway line became the 
natural and, I suspect, the intended 
line of the A142 south of Soham, 
picking up the Fordham bypass and 
then to the south of Turners and 
Smiths to join the A45/A14/A11 
north of Newmarket and close to the 
A14 Bury Road. Frankly any money 
such as that already spent on the 
current Soham bypass is a complete 


waste. This design is self evident but 
of course all sorts of short-term 
fudges will be attempted simply 
because the powers that be do not 
have the funds to match the natural 
solutions. That is the reason why 
this project needs to be a 100 per 
cent commercial activity. 

The concept of a “Great Wall of 
Stuntney” made up of substantial 
warehousing and other commercial 
activities with a measure of 
domestic accommodation should 
be started at the A10/A142 island 
and across the fen fields to Stuntney 
and would be of very substantial 
rateable value and could be brought 
into profitable use yard by yard as it 
would be adjacent and alongside 
the rail lines Ely-Cambridge and Ely 
- Bury. 

Warehousing is very like the services 
that councils provide and is equally 
as important to “growth”. Turners 
have some warehousing at their 
yard. There is some warehousing at 
Queen Adelaide but this could 
become a major employer to Ely 
and district right on and along the 
two railway lines. Without building 
all over the green fields around the 
cathedral this essential necessity 
could quite easily be an attractive 
commercial/domestic facility so 
long as we can find a half decent 
architect with Castle & Palace 
designs in mind. Particularly if a 
new rail station and shopping 
centre is built at the junction of the 
Cambridge/Bury rail line with 
aquatic facilities etc. The old river 


bridge, rail bridge, rail station and 
Stuntney Causeway problems all 
gone! Even the King’s School pupils 
will be able to misbehave without 
any RTAs.

Total crime in the county 
has dropped by 7 per cent 
and so-called recession- 
fuelled theft has fallen 
“significantly”, according to 
the force. 

From April to June this year 
there were 16,526 crimes 
committed but from July to 
September that number 
dropped to 15,352 - down 7.1 
per cent.

“The quarterly crime figures 
are an important indication 
as to how the force is 
performing, however, they 
should not be looked at in 
isolation. 

“Last year, there was an 
increase in serious acquisitive 
crime such as burglary and 
robbery, and the force res¬ 
ponded by implementing 
specific operations which 
have had positive results. 

“A comparison of the 


quarterly figures for April to 
June this year, with those for 
July to September this year, 
reveals that all crime, serious 
acquisitive crime, burglary 
and vehicle crime all fell sig¬ 
nificantly. 

“Cambridgeshire overall 
remains one of the UK’s safest 
places to live, work and visit. 
The constabulary has proved 
to be one of the country’s 
most productive and 
attentive police forces despite 
having a lower ratio of police 
officers per head of 
population and the county’s 
population is growing.”

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Father and son 
fans face jail 
for smuggling

TWO football fanatics facing jail 
over a botched cigarette smuggling 
operation claim they did it to buy a 
bigger stake for supporters in Cam¬ 
bridge United. 

Kristian Edwards, son of well-known 
chauffeur Sooty Edwards, was caught red- 
handed with 500,000 cigarettes - worth 
£600,000 - in the back of a Mercedes 
Sprinter van at Dover docks. 

The load from Belgium was intended to 
be the first shipment of six in the space of 
three weeks, in a scheme Sooty Edwards 
says he dreamed up to generate cash which 
would be used to increase the stake held by 
Cambridge Fans United (CFU) in the club to 
26 per cent. 

Achieving this shareholding is a long-held 
aim of the group and getting it would have 
given supporters the option of blocking key 
resolutions. 

The Edwardses, aged 47 and 21 and both 
of Twentypence Road, Wilburton, have 
pleaded guilty to fraudulently evading 
£87,600 of duty on the cigarettes shipment, 
and could be imprisoned when they are 
sentenced later this month. 

But Sooty Edwards told the Weekly News 
he stood by his actions. He said: “I don’t 
agree with people taking money out of the 
system for personal use or gain - if someone 
was just going to go to Barbados it would be 
wrong. However, my approach was a 
redistribution of wealth to a worthy cause.” 

Edwards said he became concerned 
about the future of the club and its stadium 
after George Rolls resigned as chairman in 
August - a time which also saw the 
departure of manager Gary Brabin and the 
troubled arrival of his successor, Martin 
Ling. 

Edwards set about sourcing funds to 
attempt to increase CFU’s stake and, while 
he claims he was able to find around 
£80,000 in cash and shares, that was still 
well short of the required amount. He said 
he decided to approach his contacts in the 
Irish traveller community and quickly 
arranged the smuggling operation.

Kristian Edwards said he volunteered to 
be the courier and, at the end of three-week 
operation, Sooty Edwards said he would 
have received £83,000 cash, which would 
have been given to CFU in an anonymous 
donation. 

Father-of-two Edwards hoped this cash - 
plus the £80,000 he had already sourced - 
would have been used to increase the 
shareholding. 

He says nobody at CFU or the football 
club had any knowledge of what he had 
planned. 

The first trip was on September 18, when 
Kristian Edwards drove the empty Sprinter 
to the car park of a McDonald’s restaurant in 
Belgium. 

The van was taken away and returned full 
of cigarettes, but things went wrong on the 
return leg when it was checked at Dover for 
illegal immigrants, and the cargo was dis¬ 
covered. 

Magistrates could jail the Edwardses for 
up to six months - or even send them to a 
Crown court for a stiffer penalty - but Sooty 
Edwards said he would be “surprised” if a 
custodial sentence is handed down. 

He said he knew smuggling was illegal, 
but added: “I think most people, given the 
facts, would consider it an honourable thing 
to try to do.” 

The Edwardses will be sentenced at 
Dover Magistrates’ Court on November 26. 

Dave Matthew-Jones, CFU chairman, 
said: “We don’t condone this and as a group 
we didn’t know anything about it.” 

A club spokesman said: “The club had no 
knowledge of any of these activities.”

A CARE centre for people with 
brain injuries and debilitating 
neurological illnesses is to close 
after running out of money. 

The Sue Ryder Care Centre in Ely, 
which cares for patients with illnesses 
such as multiple sclerosis and 
Parkinson’s, will be forced to shut its 
doors in January. 

The decision follows the news that 
the Old Palace centre had made a loss 
of £240,000 in the year ending March 
2009, despite the work of local 
fundraisers. 

With the charity also facing an £8 
million bill to bring the centre up to 
modern standards, chief executive 
Paul Woodward has announced it will 
close. 

It followed a 90-day consultation, in 
which supporters were asked to 
suggest ways to keep it going. 

But Mr Woodward said: “Having 
considered all contributions and 
comments carefully throughout the 
process, I can announce that no 
viable, suitable or alternative plan has 
been proposed. 

“It is, therefore, with regret that we 
will be closing The Old Palace. 

“We take our duty of care extremely 
seriously and the interests of residents 
and our staff continue to be the pri¬ 
mary focus for the charity. 

“We will be working closely with 
commissioners and alternative care 
providers, families and residents to 
assist in securing suitable place-

ments.” 

He added: “I would like to thank all 
our staff who have remained very 
professional throughout the consult¬ 
ation process. 

“Their continued dedication to 
those whom they care for is a testa¬ 
ment to them.” 

About 40 patients are currently 
based at the centre, near Ely Cath¬ 
edral, which opened in 1986. They will 
be relocated to other care homes. 

The Old Palace, which costs about 
£1 million a year to run, first hit 
problems last year when the Care 
Quality Commission, the body 
responsible for regulating indep¬ 
endent health care providers, said it 
would not be suitable for use as a care 
home when new Government legis¬ 
lation comes into force next Sept¬ 
ember. 

It would have cost the charity £8 
million to bring it up to standard, and 
sufficient cash was not available due 
to the recession. 

The charity, which leases the 
building from the Church Comm¬ 
issioners, is believed to have in 
excess of 40 years remaining on its 
tenancy agreement, which will need 
to be sold in the coming months. 

Discussions are ongoing regarding 
redundancies among the centre's staff, 
with many set to be offered positions at 
other care homes.

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Swap till you drop is a 
swishing way to dress 



Wardrobe full of unworn items? Simply have nothing to wear - but can’t afford to 
splash out on a new outfit?

NEVER mind getting 
money for old rope - the 
latest craze to hit 
Cambridge involves 
getting rid of unwanted 
clothes and getting a 
stylish new wardrobe in 
return. 

Swishing, or clothing 
exchange, involves participants 
giving up unwanted or unused 
clothes, shoes or accessories, 
and in return picking up 
someone else’s cast-offs free of 
charge. 

The practice was founded in 
2000 when Lucy Shea, founder 
of green PR firm Futerra, and 
her work colleagues wanted to 
come up with a way to 
combine a love of retail 
shopping without contributing 
to increased consumption. 

Monetary value does not 
come into the equation, with 


no cash changing hands and 
participants not being 
expected to have to take home 
something worth a similar 
price to the items they 
brought. 

The practice is simply about 
getting rid of unwanted items 
without sending them to 
landfill, according to Andrew 
Martin of the Cambridge 
Design Collective (CDA). The 
CDA’s first swishing event in 
Cambridge took place at 18 
Jesus Lane, and proved to be 
roaring success with bargain- 
hungry fashionistas. 

He said: “It went really well. 
We had planned for the event 
to run from noon-4pm, but it 
only lasted until 2pm in the 
end as we hardly had anything 
left.” The high-quality clothes 
on offer were brought to the 
event for all sorts of different 
reasons, he explained. “A lot of 
people find they want to get rid 


of impulse buys, some of 
which are unworn and still 
have their tags on - or are now 
too small or too big for them to 
wear,” he says. “The swishing, 
or clothes swapping, 
phenomenon started to come 
to the forefront of public 
awareness last year. 

“It’s a way of taking 
unwanted clothes and original 
garments and swapping them 
for something that someone 
else doesn’t want, and that you 
do. First and foremost, it’s a 
great way of stopping clothes 
ending up in landfill. 

“We also like to use the 
events to promote local 
shopping and designers, and 
we had a workshop for 
revamping and restyling 
things.” According to the 
swishing.org website: 

“Swishing is shopping without 
the hangovers. We all bring 
nice, clean, presentable clothes 


that are lurking unloved in our 
wardrobe, and other girls fall in 
love with them and give them a 
good home. 

“You might bring one 
sweater and take two pairs of 
shoes, or hang a party frock on 
the ‘swishing rail’ and take a 
pair of skinny jeans and feather 
boa.” At the Cambridge event, 
stylists were on hand to try to 
persuade visitors to actually 


take their own clothes home 
with them, but using stylish 
additions and modifications to 
prevent them being consigned 
to the back of the wardrobe. 

Mr Martin said: “Instead of 
getting rid of old clothes, you 
can turn them into something 
you’d actually wear. You can 
add trims, combine them with 
other garments, or change 
their shape.” 


The event also raised £155 
for Cancer Research UK. CDA 
is a new organisation 
committed to cultivating the 
next generation of fashion 
professionals in the city. 

A spokesman said: 
“Cambridge Design Collective 
is a new, independent and 
vibrant fashion-focused 
collective of designers, models, 
photographers, illustrators, 
hair and make-up stylists, 
filmmakers, visual artists, 
fashion writers, journalists, 
independent retailers and 
those with an interest in these 
areas. 

“Our aim is to engage and 
support local students and 
emerging practitioners 
alongside established, 
independent retailers and 
designers. We wish to highlight 
the breadth of talent in 
Cambridge and the 
surrounding area by 
promoting a collective of 
members.”

P LAYING his 
keyboard, 
performing a 
self-composed rap 
about peace, love and 
freedom, Khalid 
Memon is lost in his 
music. 

“We all have the right to 
be free,” he raps, “to be the 
people we wanna be...” 

Like many 24-year-old 
guys, Khalid is seriously 
into his music: as well as 
playing the keyboard, he 
plays drums and has his 
own mixing deck. But 
that’s where the 
similarities end - 
because Khalid is, in fact, 
very far from ordinary. 

Exposed to a toxic 
chemical while still in 
the womb - a garden 
fungicide - he was born 
with no eyes. 

Plagued by both 
dizziness and exhaustion, 
he is sick up to eight 
times a day. His spine is 
twisted and causes him 
constant pain. And, 
because his body 
produces no male 
hormone, he’s never hit 
puberty. 

Yet, warm, engaging 
and incredibly positive, 
Khalid refuses to give in 
to his disabilities. “The 
key thing is to never give 
up,” he explains. “I 
believe that we should 
live every day as if it’s our 
last.” 


Born with no eyes and 
suffering a whole raft of 
health problems, Khalid 
Memon finds peace in 
music. ALICE RYAN 
discovers how the 
24-year-old has learned 
to live life to the full. 



Khalid hit the head¬ 
lines earlier this month 
after thieves stole his 
mixing deck (from the 
shed of his family home 
in Haslingfield). Thanks 
to the generosity of 
readers, he has now been 
able to replace his kit. 

“Music means so 
much to me,” he 
explains. “It calms me 
down; it gives me peace. 
If I’ve had a bad day or 
I’m feeling angry I can 
just sit down, play music 
and let it all go ...” 

A student at Ware 
College in Hertfordshire, 
Khalid is in the middle of 
a personal development 
course. Unable to live 
independently, he is 
learning basic life-skills; 
the freedom he sings 
about is, for the 
moment, still a dream 
for him. 

“I can’t even make a 
cup of tea for myself, in 
case I get burnt,” 
explains Khalid. “That’s 
hard sometimes. It’s 


hard to have to depend 
on other people for 
everything. Sometimes I 
do get angry and I break 
things: I’ve broken CDs, 
a digital radio, glasses ... 
But then I play my music 
and sing about 
something spiritual - I’m 
a Rastafarian, you see - 
and then I feel better 
about the world.” 

Juveria, Khalid’s mum, 
says his disabilities 
became apparent the 
moment he was born. 
“His father said ‘Why 
hasn’t he opened his 
eyes?’ and then they 
took him away,” she 
remembers. “Then a 
nurse came in and said 
‘I’m sorry, I’ve got some 
bad news for you. I’m 
afraid your son’s blind - 
he’s got no eyes’... 

“I can remember it so 
clearly. She was standing 
about 10 feet away from 
me and I said ‘Can I have 
my baby?’. She just froze; 
she didn’t know, I think, 
what I was about to do. 


“I took him, put him 
in the bed next to me 
and he stayed there for 
the next seven days. He 
was my baby - a much- 
wanted baby - and I 
loved him.” 

At first, doctors 
suspected a genetic 
problem was to blame. 
But tests showed no 
abnormalities. “They 
couldn’t explain it,” 
continues Juveria. “So 
we were left to get on 
with the rest of our lives, 
basically.” 

Juveria says having a 
baby with special needs 
put an enormous strain 
on her marriage; in fact, 
she and her husband 
split before Khalid’s first 
birthday. 

Her son was, she 
continues, very slow to 
develop: he struggled to 
sit up, then to crawl, 
then to walk. But, after 
going to a special needs 
nursery, he went on to 
mainstream school. 

“They gave him

lessons with a little white 
cane, it was so cute,” 
remembers Juveria. “And 
he was happy. Children 
at that age are just 
themselves, they don’t 
think about being 
different.” 

When Khalid was 
seven, Juveria got a call 
from The Observer 
newspaper - completely 
out of the blue. 

“They had discovered 
that animals were being 
born with no eyes after 
being exposed to a 
particular chemical, a 
fungicide,” she explains, 
“and they wanted to know 
if I’d been exposed to it 
too, during my pregnancy. 
And I had: it was a garden 
fungicide which I’d used a 
few times. That was 
terrible, really terrible...” 

A case was mounted 
against the 
pharmaceutical 
company. It never came 
to court, but Juveria says 
she hasn’t given up on 
taking legal action and 
hopes to sue in the 
future. 

In the wake of the 
revelation about the 
fungicide, Juveria 
became a founder 
member of the national 
charity MACS (The Micro 
and Anophthalmic 
Children’s Society), 
which offers information 
and support to both 
families and health 
professionals dealing 
with disabilities like 
Khalid’s. “I’d felt like we 
were the only ones,” adds 
Juveria. “MACS made me 
feel so much less alone.” 

Then, when Khalid 
turned 11 and moved on 
to secondary school, his 
health suddenly began to 
deteriorate. “He started 
to feel sick all the time, 
his body began to twist 
and he was getting 
weaker and weaker,” says 
Juveria, who has two 
younger children too, 
now 16 and 15. 

Signed off by his 
paediatrician, who 
declared “nothing 
wrong”, Khalid’s 
condition spiralled: “I 
was so low on energy I 
was in bed all the time,” 
he says. “I didn’t feel like 


I wanted to carry on with 
life. I felt so sick and so 
dizzy and I was in a lot of 
pain.” 

Juveria took Khalid to 
the GP but, like the 
paediatrician, the doctor 
refused to accept there 
was anything wrong - 
even though the 
teenager’s weight had 
plummeted to little over 
5st. 

“The GP sent me to a 
psychologist,” exclaims 
Juveria. “I was told there 
was nothing wrong with 
him, there was 
something wrong with 
me. I was fuming! I wrote 
a very angry letter ... 
Ever since Khalid was 
born, everything has 
been a battle.” 

In the end, Khalid had 
to be withdrawn from 
school: as well as his 
declining health, he was 
suffering at the hands of 
a group of bullies. They 
crowded him in the 
corridor, pushed into 
him and even ran off 
with his cane. 

At its worst, Khalid’s 
condition rendered him 
house-bound for a year. 
But it wasn’t until he had 
a medical, part of the 
admissions process at a 
new school, that a doctor 
realised that Juveria had 
been right all along: 
aside from being born 
with no eyes, Khalid had 
a whole raft of other 
health problems. 

“Khalid was 16 and the 
doctor said ‘This boy 
hasn’t started puberty’,” 
remembers Juveria. “I 
was horrified.” 

A subsequent CT scan 
showed a series of 
lesions in Khalid’s brain - 
revealing an incredibly 
rare congenital 
condition, known as 
septo-optic dysplasia. 

As well as causing 
damage to the 
development of his eyes, 
the lesions had affected 
all kinds of other basic 
bodily functions, like the 
production of male 
hormone testosterone. 

Because Khalid’s 
condition went 
undiagnosed for so long, 
Juveria says his body and 
mind have both suffered 
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lasting damage. The lack 
of hormone meant his 
bones failed to develop 
properly; his spine is 
now permanently 
deformed. 

Although he now takes 
a synthetic hormone, he 
will never go through 
puberty. And he still 
wakes every day feeling 
sick and dizzy. 

In 2002, Khalid hit 
rock-bottom and 
suffered a complete 
collapse. Then, in his 
early 20s, he wanted to 
live on his own: leaving 
home for a while, he 
moved into sheltered 
accommodation in 
Peterborough - but there 
wasn’t sufficient support 
for his complex needs 
and he just couldn’t 
cope. 

Juveria recently 
formed another support 
group: this time based in 
Cambridge, it’s called 
Disability Action and will 
focus on campaigning 
for services. 

“Having someone in 
your family with special 
needs is hard enough, 
without having to do 
battle with service 
providers for your 
rights,” she explains. “It’s 
unacceptable and, as a 
group, we will be 
campaigning for 
change.” 

While his mum is 
committed to charitable 
work, Khalid says he 
focuses on his music, his 
faith and alternative 
therapies to help him 
through. 

Drawn to Jamaican 
culture, he became a 
Rastafarian some time 
ago and says he shares 
the core beliefs of the 
religion - in peace, love 
and freedom. 

“I like rowing and 
fishing and fresh air, 
especially going out in 
the rain,” he says, with a 
grin. “And I like meeting 
people: I can tell just 
from someone’s voice if 
they’re warm-hearted or 
not. 

“Like I said, you have 
to live every day of your 
life as if it’s your last. And 
you should never give 
up.”

Old hotel may become 
care home for elderly 


PLANS to transform a 
derelict hotel into a 
specialist care home are 
already drumming up 
controversy. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has received 
an application to turn the old 
Soham Lodge Hotel off the 
A142 into a care centre for 
the elderly. 

The proposals could see it 
converted into a 50-bedroom 
home providing nursing care 
for elderly people and those 
with Alzheimer’s disease and 
dementia. 

The change of use 
application has been 
submitted by Eastcliff 
Developments Ltd, on behalf 
of the site’s owner David 
Lidford, more than 18 
months after the building

closed. 

It is believed the scheme 
could create between 60 and 
80 new jobs in the area, 
including carers, nurses, 
cooks and cleaners. 

The renovation would see 
the building being extended 
to provide additional rooms 
and facilities, which would 
include three day rooms, two 
indoor garden areas, a dining 
room, kitchen and therapy 
room. 

Cllr Mark Duckworth, who 
represents Soham South 
ward, said he understood the 
landowner’s intention but 
was concerned the plans did 
not tie in with how Soham’s 
masterplan was shaping up. 


He said: “I have not seen 
this proposal in detail yet but 
where the hotel is located is a 
prime site and something 
that our masterplan 
consultations are high¬ 
lighting as an important area 
for Soham. 

“With the roundabout 
there, we see this as a perfect 
entrance into the town and 
as we develop and grow over 
the years it is hoped we will 
build on this. 

“I understand the 
landowner’s intention and 
understand that this would 
be better than leaving the 
building as it is, but I am not 
sure whether this is the ideal 
spot for a care home.” 

Cllr John Humphreys, who 
represents the same ward, 
said: “Changing this derelict 
building into a care home is a 


sound idea. 

“There are a lot of old 
people in the area and I know 
that the waiting list for care 
homes is huge. 

“This building has been 
trashed and is in need of 
repair but I am just not sure 
whether it fits in with the 
long term vision for Soham. 

“However, we must 
remember the masterplan 
has not yet been set in 
stone.” 

The former hotel closed its 
doors in March 2008 and 
since shutting, has been 
plagued by travellers 
camping illegally on the site. 

A decision on the plans is 
expected in January next 
year.

CAMBRIDGE Music Festival, 
the city’s biggest and most 
diverse musical extravaganza, 
is about to burst into life. 

The world-renowned festival will 
feature more than 50 concerts - and 
some will take place in unusual 
venues, such as museums, shopping 
centres and even park and ride bus 
stops. 

The theme, tying in with the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of Charles 
Darwin, is Music and Evolution.

Darwin Festival, there will be a 
concert there featuring a specially- 
commissioned quartet by John 
Ramsay - a distinguished geologist 


as well as a composer - performed 
by the Fitzwilliam Quartet and built 
on a programme of Darwin’s own 
work as a geologist and 
evolutionist.” 

The festival begins on Sunday with 
a series of family events in The 
Grafton shopping centre. 

It continues until November 29, 
with a finale featuring the Aronowitz 
Ensemble at Cambridge’s West Road 
concert hall. 

Gillian Perkins, who founded the 


festival and has been its director for 
the past 20 years, is bowing out at 
the end of the festival this time. 

She said: “In each and every 
festival, young student musicians 
give us a foretaste of their future 
careers. Their inspirational 
enthusiasm can be infectious, and it 
has certainly kept me going during 
the ups and downs of management.”

Increase your stock 
by taking cuttings 


I f you’re watching your 
budget and want to 
increase your plant stock 
without spending money 
late autumn is the time to 
take hardwood cuttings 
from many deciduous 
shrubs. 

Stocks of roses, willows, 
weigelas, dogwoods and 
philadelphus can all be increased 
through hardwood cuttings. 

It can be done in the garden, 
and although the cuttings will take 
a year to root, it’s worth the wait as 
you will produce large specimens 
ready for planting out or potting 
up. 

Cut woody shoots from the base 
of the current year’s growth, 
making a straight cut below a leaf 
joint and a sloping cut at the tip 
above a bud and angled away from 
it to leave the cuttings 20-30cm 
long. 

The base can then be dipped 
into specially-formulated 
hormone rooting powder. 

Make a slit trench in a well- 
cultivated, vacant plot by pushing 
a spade backwards and forwards 
to create a V shape in the soil, with 
added organic matter. 

Push the cuttings in vertically, 
30cm apart, firming the soil back 
around them with your heel along 
each side of the row and closing 
the trench. Water in well. 

By next summer, the cuttings 
should have produced sideshoots, 
and in autumn you’ll have tough, 
bushy plants ready for 
transplanting to your chosen spot. 

Hardy plants can be rooted in a 
sheltered part of the garden or in a 
pot of soil-based compost in a

garden frame over winter, putting 
them outside in the spring. 

There are many other ways of 
propagating plants, including 
dividing clumps of grasses, 
herbaceous perennials such as 
hostas and wild geraniums 
(cranesbill). 

The best time to lift and divide is 
the spring, just as growth is 
beginning, or late autumn, as the 
plant’s foliage is dying down for 
the winter. Tough perennials such 
as Michaelmas daisies can be 
divided in the autumn. 

Hostas and agapanthus also do 
well from dividing in late autumn. 
As hostas have such dense, 
congested roots, just lift the plant - 
root ball and all - and split the 
clump using a sharp knife. 

With old, congested plants, you 
may need to cut out the old woody 
centre of the clump which doesn’t 
have many strong roots, retaining 
the stronger roots on the outside 
of the plant. 

The divided plants can be 
planted at a depth the same as 
previously grown, the hole infilled 
with a soil-based potting compost 
which will retain more moisture. 

Firm it with your heel to stop air 
pockets around the plant. They 
can then be watered in well and 


left to settle. If you want to increase 
your houseplant stock, leaf 
cuttings may be taken between 
spring and late autumn and are 
particularly suitable for 
propagating African violets, 
Begonia rex and streptocarpus. 

With African violets, remove a 
whole young leaf complete with 
stalk and push the stalk into a pot 
of seed compost until the leaf rests 
on the surface. 

Place the pot in a heated 
propagator, and within around six 
weeks a new plant should have 
formed at the base of the leaf. 
When it is about 2.5cm high, 
separate it from the old leaves and 
pot it on in a soil-less compost. 

The leaves of Begonia rex can 
also be laid flat on a tray of 
compost, with the stalk removed. 
The main veins should be cut 
using a sharp knife and the 
underside of the leaf secured to the 
compost using cocktail sticks or 
fine wire. 

Keep the compost moist to 
create humidity, but don’t wet the 
leaf or it may rot. 

If kept humid, a young plant 
should form at each nick. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Miscanthus (Silver grass) 

This ornamental grass creates 

movement and texture in the 
autumn garden, and different 
varieties range from 60cm to 3m, 
so there’s at least one for every 
garden. 

It’s not evergreen, but its green 
colour lasts well into winter, when 
the tufts of gold or straw or bronze 
look fantastic dusted with frost. 

Good varieties include M 
sinensis ‘Zebrinus’, which has 
horizontal broad gold stripes, 
while M sinensis ‘Kleine Fontane’ 
has gently arching leaves and silky 
flower spikes in autumn. 

In spring, cut down the foliage to 
make way for new growth. 
Miscanthus does best in full sun in 
moist but well-drained soil. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

- Chicory (Cichorium intybus) 

This salad crop goes well in a 

bowl of mixed leaves, its bitter 
taste adding bite to many salad 
combinations, and it is relatively 
cold and drought-resistant. 

There are three types: witloof, 
which grows as a rosette of leaves 
forming a deep root that, when 
harvested, can be forced in a 
warm, dark spot to produce 
chicons (white, leafy buds); red 
chicory, also known as radicchio, 
which forms hearts; and sugarloaf, 
again a heart-forming type. 

Chicory thrives in an open, 
sunny site, does well on poor soils 
and needs little fertiliser. Sow 
Witloof in late spring and early 
summer for forcing in autumn, 
while red and sugarloaf varieties 
can be sown from mid-spring to 
late summer. 

It can be grown in short rows on 
the vegetable patch or allotment, 
and is also ideal for raised beds 
and large pots. 

Good varieties include the red 
type ‘Jupiter’ and ‘Pain de Sucre’, a 
hearted sugarloaf.

NOVEMBER marks the switch 
from autumn to winter in 
Britain - and brings with it 
the need for extra driver 
vigilance.

The Road Casualties Great 
Britain tally for last year shows 
that more than twice the number 
of child pedestrians were killed on 
the nation’s roads in November, 
compared with October and 
December. 

At the same time, there was a 10 
per cent increase in the overall 
number of pedestrian fatalities. 

Shocking statistics indeed, and 
national organisation Road Safety 
GB has responded by supporting 
the Department for Transport’s Be 
Bright, Be Seen campaign. 

The campaign encourages 
children to wear bright, reflective 
clothing - but Road Safety GB is 
also calling for both drivers and 
adult pedestrians to be more 
aware at this time of year. 

“Although the number of people 
being killed or injured on our 
roads is actually decreasing 
slightly, November is particularly 
dangerous for all road users - 
especially in the evening rush 
hour,” says Road Safety GB 
chairman Alan Kennedy. 

“Drivers need to be especially 
watchful, and ensure vital items 
such as headlights are working 

correctly.”

a road - in each

“Optimum driving 
conditions are now ending, 
after an autumn with 
reasonably good weather. 

More hours of darkness 
require slower speeds - 
earlier darkness means 
children are still on their 
way home,” says IAM chief 
examiner Peter Rodger. 

“Late afternoon and 
early evening, the time 
when most casualties 
happen, is now in 


darkness.”
